No othar incidents of this type had been re- | 
ported to the Sheriff's Office, Dept. of Public Safety, FAA or Lubbock | 
Municipal Airport. A thorough check of possible IFR air traffic and | 
Satellite tracks has revealed nothing. It is impossible to determine 

at tnis time what Mr observed.
